in one particular—that it is utterly im- 
po sible to describe in words the sen- 
satiens of that fearful week; but it 
should be noted, in order to enable us to 
form some idéa of the real nature of the 
calamity, that great-earthquaké shocks 
experienced in the Philippines have 
hitherto been short, sharp and decisive, 
The frightful development of the late 
visitation, on the other hand, -has been 
extended over vight-or ten days, and 
the agony of suspeuse and fear of death 
which have been concentrated into that 
period are such as can never be realized 
by those outside of their immediate in- 
fluence. It will readily bo believed that 
the most tremendous test of. human nerve 
is that of coming-and expected doom ; 
and when. such is sustained for over a

aburden. It has bech remarked that 
Manila will nover be re-built by its for- 
mer owners; and this means that the 
large majority of the house-owners aro 
so utterly ruined that they cannot re- 
build their fallen houses and prostrate 
fortunes. Nearly every houss that hos 
not beon levelled, has been marked as 
dangerous and will have to be taker 
down as unsafe or to conform to the 
few rules which unfortunately wore not 
before enforced. Again, a man who 
was the one day bargaining for a fair 
profit on say £50,000 of produce, ‘ap- 


pears the next day as a frightened beg- 


ur—a merchant with no produce to 
sell. It has been reduced to irreclaim- 
able débris, and has partially melted 
away in the rain and got mixed with 
the mass of mud and lime produced 
by a grand series of catastrophes. 
Such is the caso with.very many of 
those who were formerly the well-to-do 
residents of Manila. One ot the reasons 
of this wholesale destruction is, as we 
have said, the continuity of the shocks, 
which forced strong men as well as 
fragile women to flee for very life; and 
the other is the fact that the shocks 
assumed all the varied forms of these 
terrific phenomena, Formerly the earth 
gave an immense upheaval, and was 
then still as the fave, destruction 
enongh being naturally the sad result. 
But upon the present occasion, the fifty 
or sixty shocks have comprised the 
oscillating or undulating wave, the per- 
pendicular upheaval, and the aerpentine 
or rotatory screw motion, and these have 


all combined to produce a cumulation of 


destruction which actually bafiles de- 
scription. When we hear of solid and 
massive fortifications of a hundred feet 
thick being split up like o match-box, 
and heavy iron vessel being thrown 
up from the bed of the Bay, some idea 
of the results of this irresistible force 
may be formed; but the widespread 
desolation of street after. street and 
aquare ufter square, with here and there 
some big ruin of a church or cathedral, 
ia more difficult to imagine except with 
the aid of a photograph. And yet one 
great fear hangs over the poor paralysed 
and panic-stricken people of Manila,— 
that a tidal wave may sweep over them 
and leave nothing bet o deathly waste 
of desolation. Itis true that the Bay 
in some places has evidently sunk, while 
in other pluces the waters or the shore 
have altered in height ‘or depth. But 
a ray of hope appears in the action 
which is observable in the  vol- 
canoes of the neighbourhood. If, 
as has been alleged, it be true 
that a thousand natives havo -per- 
ished by the outburst of one of those 


volcanic fires, it cannot be denied that |. 


they seem the only safety-valve of the 
fearful, pent-up gubterranean action that 
hos shown itself in unparalleled force 
and with arprecolentse havoc in the 
cities of Luzon. There are gaping rents 
in the strects of Manila a foot and a-half 
in width, ond the Bay has steamed and 
seethed like a Gauldron; but the ouly 
hope of a resumption of peace and se- 
curity seems to be a thorough eruption 
of the earth’s fires by menns of the 
burning mountains in the vicinity. 
Such a cure will givé some idea of the 
terrible nature of the force from which 
the Manila residents pray to be thus 
delivered. It is earnestly to be desired 
that the very fullest advantage will be 
of these Manila disasters to extend 
a helping hand to those who haye sut- 
fered so tremendously during the last 
fortnight of July 1880.

TRE “ BOWEN" case. 

Thia case in which twenty-six Chinese 
are charged with an attempted piracy on 
board the S. S, Bowen was again called in 
Court to day. 

Mr A. B. Johnson, Acting Crown Soli- 
citor, appeared for the prosecution and 
called the Compradore of Messrs Gibb 
Livingston & Co., who eaid, that a little 
over two months ago he received certain in- 
formation respecting the steamer Bowm 
which he communicated to Mr Lowcock, 
This led to a message being sent to Singa- 
pore, Tho man who gave him the inform- 
ation waa well known to him by sight, but 
he did not know his name, Ho hed often 
seen the min before, during many yoars, 
but bed never spoken to him. ‘He had 
often met him in the strect and bolieved 
he was a police constable but was not quite 
gure. He is the only man who had apoken 
to the witness on the subject, and fe at 
once lodgod the information with Mr Low- 
cock, has not seen him sinee, and he 
has had no other information from any 
source, 

Mr Johnson said he had no farther 
evidence this morning and applied for a 
further romand to enable him to obtain 
evidence from Singapore. 

His Worship expressed his unwilling- 
ness to grant 6 further remand unless 
Mr Jobneon ‘could produce some one 
who would say on osth that there waa 
8 probability of material witnesses being

THE GOVERNOR AND THE GENERAL. 

Lo the Editor of the “Cutna Matt.” 

Hongkong, 31st Jaly. 

Str,—I was pleased to aee in to-~day’s issue 
of the Daily Press a straightforward ex- 
preasion of regret that statement had ap- 
peared in ita columns on Wednesday which 
there was reason to fear was not scourite, 
although the source from. which the inform- 
ation was received gave no room at the time 
to question its perfect reliability. 

There is probably not one man in this 
Colony who has taken any intercat in the 
differences that have arisen between the 
Governor and the General who does not be- 
lieve that the statement referred ‘>, and 
alep that of the 21st May similarly publish- 
ed, were directly inspired by the Governor, 
if not really written by him. Who else 
could twist facta so adroitly, and ao clever- 
ly introduce matter likely to mislead ? 

The weiter of he resumé made it appear 
that Colonel Hall's letter to the Home 
Authorities, submitting Lieut. Cox's name 
for the appointment of Atde-de-'‘anip to the 
Governor, was written with His Excellenoy’s 
knowledge and approval; and that the Go- 
vernor also suggested Paintin out that 
Lieut. Cox was uot a quatitied Officer. Now 
the truth is that a desire to appear to know 
everything and to figure as Commander in 
Chief practically os well as theoretically 
led His Excellency into putting fort! 
a statement that is quite erroneous. 
The Governor, I have reason to believe, ne- 
ver eaw the letter, and it was not within 
his province to approve or disapprove of it. 
Lt. Cox was an officer of less than twelve 
months’ scrvice, and it was a gross blander 
appointing him A.D.C., and the appoint- 
ment as soon as known at home was can~ 
celled, and it is rumoured before General 
Donovan's report and his refusal to meet the 
Governor’s wishes and confirm the appoint- 
ment- even -renehed the Horse Guards, 
For withdrawing Lt. Cox from the service 
of the Governor your readera will remember 
His Excellency attempted to censure the 
General in the resumé he communicated to 
the Daily Press on 2ist May. But the 
Genera] did his duty notwithstanding the 
Governor's wrath, ° 

With regard to Colonel Hall sitting as a 
member of the Executive Council in the 
General's absence from the Colony there ap- 
pears a difficulty in arriving at facts, but 
from what are currently accepted, I should 
soy General Donovan did not interfere with 
Colonel Hall, for tha Gallant Colonel sat 
as a member when the General visited the 
Btraita Settlements, 

Latterly the,Governor is reported to have 
been disoussing in Council Military matters 
on which he isin no way qualified to form 
an opinion, and hus been assuming an au- 
thority which he does not possess. It is 
understood that in these discussions touch- 
ing his Superior Officer Colonel Hall very 
properly thought it better to take no part, 
an fenorable course which doubtless waa ap- 
preciated by the General; but the statement 
in the Governor’s resumé that Colonel Hall 
was instructed to give no reasons for declin- 
ing to be sworn ia is, } believe, utterly false. 
To Colonel Hall’s great credit it should be 
recorded that it was only when instructed 
by the Home Authorities that he consented 
to be sworn a member of the Executive 
Council when the General procecded to Ja- 
pan, and ‘it is noteworthy” that these in- 
structions were obtained at the end of last 
week in responao to most urgent representa- 
tions by the Governor in long and very costly 
oypher-telegrams to the Secretary of State, 

Lbo manner in which the statements pub- 
lishod on 21st May and 28th instant were 
put forward and the convenient disregard 
shown in them for strict accuracy are 
greatly to be regretted. The high of- 
fice the Governor holds should deter 
him from publishing one-sided statements, 
when he knows that military men 
cannot avail of the Press to ovrrect mis- 
statements when they occur, or to undo 
the effeet of giving erroneous impressions on 
an unfortunate and still unsettled disagrer- 
ment, Were the public good, were truth aod 
Justice the sole aim of Guvernur Heuncssy, 
how differently we should expect him to act.

save bim if be came to the aurface. He 
was not, however, seen again. The de- 
coased could not awim. The captain gives 
him an excellent charactor, and says that it 
was his first voyaze to sea,

DISASTER IN THE INLAND SEA. 


The Hiogo Nemws furnishes the follow- 
ing particulars of the steamer disester 
reférred to in an extract we published 
tho other day :— 

A drendfia accident has happened to 
one of the Japanese steamers which ply 
betweea Kobe and the Inland Sea porta, 
probably causing great loss of life, but 
full particulars are not yet to hand, 
What we know of it has bean learned 
from the captain and chief officer of 
the Genkai-AMaru, which arrived here 
(Hiogu) yesterday (11th inst.) About 
eight o'clock in the morning (Sunday), 
while fifteen miles cast, three-quarters 
north from Steep Bluff (or about 42 
miles from Kobe), thoy sighted a 

apanese steamer head down and. ste 
up. On going ng close to the wreck as 
possible, Captain Conner found that 
there were no persons on it or near it; the 
stern rail and after-deck house we-e 
visible above water, but she was awash 
amidships; the main trysail was set. 
At a distance of some miles from the 
wreck o crowd of boats was seen, with 
some wreckage, but they were close up 
to the beach, in very shallow water, 
and could not be approached, It was 
evidentthat the steamer must either hive 
been blown up or run into. The name 
of the steamer is said to be the Hahusui- 
maru, one of the small Japanese steamers 
plying down the Inland Ses. She vas 
entirely manned by Japaneso, and there 
is great probability that the disaster vas 
esused by an explosion of ber boilers; 
for these little steamers are rave 
with most culpable folly, and Japanese 
engineers ‘are not to be depended upon, 


This morning we hear that a number}. 


of Japanesé suffering from scalds and 
burus were yesterday brought up to the 
Hiogo Hospital; and it is said they are 
the survivors~of wreck. We-hope to 
give fuller particulars ia our next issue. 
The steamer wrecked near Steep Bluff. 
was formerly known as the Kobe-maru, 
and now named the Hakusxi-maru, 
She belongs to Mr. Sumitomo, and isan 
old boat, having run between Kobe and 
Osaka in the days before the. railway 
was opened. ‘Three “men have been 
Tanded here ond sent to. the Hospital, 
anffering from scalds. A. report of the 
occurrence has been sent to the head 
office at Osaka, but the agents’ hére 
pretend. to be unable to give any ‘parti- 
culara} so that until. the report seut to 
the head offce at Osaka is made publio 
no reliable information further: than we 
have given is likely. to be-obtained,  . :

nader transit-passes have all been 
whitted uwny. ‘the notion of trade, 
perhaps, of Consuls and Mimsters, whese 
minds have been occupied since early 
youth in studying the intricaéies of 
Chinese literature, the obscurities of tho 
Buddhistic Bible, and the proper way 
and time for a consular or diplomatic 
official to bob jis head and straighten 
his knee to a'high Mandarin, and who 
are, it may bo, secretly burning to have 
an opportunity of kotowing to the Son 
of Heaven —instead of learning political 
economy and mastering tho operations 
of trade—their notions of trade, we sny, 
aro probably confined to buying goods 
and paying for them with money. They 
ure probably ignorant that trade consists 
fundamentally of excliange; that trade 
caunot be curtied on unless it is profitable 
to both sides. In order to sel! more of 
our ae to Chinese, it.is necessary to 
take their produce in exchange. © In 
order to take more of their produce, we 
must give soniething- in exchange. 
Both sides ore pertectly willing to 
exchange their commodities, but the 
transit-duties, burrier charges, lehin 
taxes, by whatever name the exactions 
of the Mandarins are called, prevent the 
exchange. The Mandarins take for 
themaclves so large a portion of the 
commiudities that trade becomes impossi- 
ble. Why then does not the foreigner 
use the transit-pass? Ho attempts to 
do s0, but not caring to travel long 
distances in the interior, and being 
ignorant of the language and of the 
customs of the ‘interior markets, he en- 
trusts o Chinaman with the business; 
by and bye to lessen risk and loss by 
dishonesty, he lets the Chinaman briag 
down tho goods under the pass on some 
kind ofjoint account arrangement in his 
name. The Mandarins object to their 
squeczes being curtailed, seize the 
Chinaman’s bovks and complain to the 
British sinologue that this method of 
exchanging imports for exports is against 
the Treaty. The Consul busies himself 
with the ownership of tho goods, and 
the trade is stopped. Then we find a 
British journalist basking: up the British 
sinologue and the Chinese organs (for 
they have now ninre thon one foreigner 
who vilifies his fellow-countrymen with 
a hircling pen). The journalist wa 
refer to is the China  BMail.. We 
should have supposed that abuse of those 
who conduct the external trade of Ching 
was not the réle of an English news- 
paper; the hard words applied by the 
China Mail to the syatem, absolutely 
necessary if trade is to be carried on at 
all, of covering all goods imported and 
exported in foreign vessels—and mer« 
chants in all the ports are convinced 
that it ia their business to carry on ~ 
trade—would seem appropriate enough 
to a Chinese orgad, but hardly to a 
newspaper which we should have sup- 
ao would have considered it its 
usiness to represent commercial in- 
torests. The China Mail does not 
descend from abuse to arguments, It 
votes three sinologues, Mr Alabastur, 
r Macgowan (at the meeting « of 
N.C. B. B. A. 8., where we should have 
supposed politics were out of place), and 
Mr H. A, Giles, The last named gentle- 
man, who is British Consul at Amoy, 
said in his Glossary—“; .. many fore 
sign merchants Laving taken out passes 
for goods owned by Chinese, and thue 
inflicted gront injury upon the native 
Customs’ dutios.” "We should have’ 
supposed that Mr Giles’ business was to 
protect British traders and those the: 
trade with, and not to concern himself 
wi e_native stains” O82 
is it n matter of any concern to him to 
whom the goods belong; if they hava 
a pass, they belong to the holder of the 
par, being in his order and disposition, 
@ may say much the same of Mr 
Alabaster: His duty is to protect Bri- 
tish traders ond those whom ‘they trade 
with, But when a Taotai interferes 
with those with whom British traders 
trade, and oppresses them because they 
trade with British traders, Mr Alabaster 
jumps up from his sinclogical: studies, 
and does anything but protect British

Dear Sir : : 

Knowing you take much intorcat in 
the welfare and prosperity of the com- 
mercial marine of our common country, 
I beg to bring to your notice a law or 
laws that work great hardship to our | 
vessels, especially thosa trading between 
our west coast and China or East Indian 
ports, Tho law or laws I refer to,are 
those that prevent us who are trading 
in those wators (as woll as all other 
watera) from shipping mon of those 
countries or any other, fora voyage to 
port or ports of tho United States and 
backs to tho place of their shipment with- 
out first discharging thom after arriving 
in the United States and reshipping 
thom there. It thereby brings them 
under the same ban that govern’ tlhe | 
shipping of Amorican seamen in Ameri- 
can ports and compolling us when wo re- | 
turn to the place of vicinity of their firat 
shipment and where those mon wished 
to bo discharged and where they can by 
no means become a charge upon ; the} 
government of the United States, to pay 
them ono, two or three months’ extra pay 
as tho case may be, and also depriving 
us of the assistance of thoso men in 
discharging and loading our ships while 
in our homo ports, aod compelling us to | 
hire other mon often at exorbitant prices 
to do our work, unlesss these men are | 
honorable enough to fulfil tho spirit of 
their contract which our laws do not 
obligo thom to do, This gives to foreign | 
ships that do employ those mon great | 
advantage over oar own ships. They 
come to our ports and load at an expense | 
of from $300 to $500, while we are 
compelled to pay for loading the saine 
size sbips with the same kind of cargo 
from $900 to $1500. I myself once 
loaded the ship I am now in with a 
crew of men that did not leave, her 
whon she arrived ia ber loading port for 
less than $400, while at another time in 
a less exponsive port, by hiring outuide 
labor, it cost me $1250, making a, dif- 
terence of more than $850, for a voyage 
of lesa than four months, 

In your official capacity aa consul of 
the United States you could bring thia 
before the Dopartment at Washington 
and thereby have our lawe governing the 
shipping and dischargo of our seamen 
both in domestic and foreign porta so 
changed, that we should be able to keop 
those men ahipped in foreign’ ports while 
in our home ports without discharging 
them and reshipping them und discharge 
thein on their return home to their place 
of sbipment withoutany.extra pay, You 
would thereby confer a greut benolit 
upon American shipowners, 

Having traded between our Weat Coast 
and China about ten yeary, my attention 
han been drawn to the above facts and 
the disadvantage our ships labor under 


when compared with foreign ships,

T enclose a letter addressed to me by 
Capt. Noyes, of the bark ‘‘ Alden Bessie,” 
on the satject of shipping seamen. I 
know no law of the United States pro- 
hibititg a consul from shipping a crew to 
navigate a ship to a home port and 
thence to return and be discharged at 
the port of shipment, yet J am informed 
that if I were to ship a crew to go to the 
United States and return to be discharg- 
ed here, that the shipping commissioners 
would ignore the stipulations of the 
articles and insist on discharging the 
crew and then reshipping them when 
they would be required to stipulate to 
return to tha United States to bo dis- 
charged. I can find no authority of law 
for such sotion on the part of the ship- 
ping commissioners and it certainly can- 
not bo justified on grounds of public 
policy. ge 
__ There are a good many American gail- 
ing vessels as well as the Pacific Mail 


Steamship Co. engaged in the commerce 
of China and the Pacific Coast of the 
United Btates, It is a great hardship 
to require these vessels first to incur the 
expenses of shipping their crews abroad 
and then discharging them at home and 
again reshipping. them for o return 
voyage.

First.—The general rule is that all 
American vessels sailing frow a port of 
tho U. §. for a forcign port must ship a 
crew in conformity with the require- 
ments of law as sct forth in Title I, 11, 
of the Rovixed Statutes, 

Tho entry of an Awerican vesse! from | 
aforcign port in a port in tho U.8, 
with intent to continue ber voyage thence , 
to another foreign port, brings ber with. | 
in tho operation of the law regulating 
the constitution of crews of Amorican ; 
vossols engaged in the foreign trade, and | 
her crew must be shipped or reshipped | 
in accordance with tho requircments of j 
that law. : 

The fact that sho may retain the indi- 
vidual seamen with whom she entered 
the port; that she may sail with them 
for tho foreign port in which, under spe~ 
cial agrcoment, they were to be dischary 
ed; and tiat such discharge was to be 
without extra wages, in no way affects 
tho question of tho application of the law 
of shipment and discharge to the case, 
The law operates of ity own fieo force 
aud ¢flet, und agreements between mas- 
ters and seanica ore to be copstrucd in 
its light. Agreements in conflict with j 
the Jaw fall, because the law doos not 


For theso reasons the form of shipment 
which you proposv ia believed to be in 
conflicy with tho Jaw as it exists, and as 
it his beeo determined by the Depart- 
ment and Cuurts. 

Second, ~Siace the passage of the act 
of June 28, 1864, all seamen chipped 
pon an American vessel in a port of tho 
U. S., avo held to bo American scumon ; 
aud al! laws in force at that time applic- 
able to seamen of the U. 5&., by opera. 
tion of the said act, are held to have been 
extonded to American seamen a8 above j 
defined. 

This meiy statemont anawers the se- 
cond division of your quedtion. 

Seamen shipped in the U. S. on an 
Amorican vessel sailing to foreign ports 
must be returned to the U. 8,, or in de- 
fault thereof the mastor of tho vessel 
must suffer tho penalty of his bond con- 
divioned for their return, unless he can 
show that thoy have been duly discharg- 
ed in a foreign port or have deserted or 
have died daring the voyage. 

Tho conditions requiring the discharge 
of seamen with oxtra wagos have been 
heretofore uo fully set forth in instruc 
tions addressed to myself, that it is not 
deemed to be necessary to discusa this 
branch of the busiaess further. It is 
thought to be sufficient. to say, limited 
by the conditions of law and regulations, 
seamen shipped upon an American vessel 
in a port of the U. §,, when discharged 
in a foreign port, must bo discharged 
with extra wages. 

The subordinate issue in your deapatch 
respecting the question of fees upon the 
discharge aud roshipment of seamen at 
San Francisco, is sufficiently met by the 
Shipping Commissioner at that port. To 
his letter you are therefore roferred.

EARTH-EATING 

Many barbarous or semi civilised 
tribes are addicted to the custom of earth- 
eating, and auch a habit existe in some 
parts of the northern island of Japan. 
Tho origin of this custom has been aa- 
cribed to various causes, but it seems 
most probable that, in the majority of 
gases, the habit has been formed in times 
of great scarcity, when the poople ate tho 
earth’ in order to partially diste:.d the 
stomach and go in a measure allay the 
pangs of hunger, and that from this the 
custom became a habitual disonse. In 
no case, yet examined, of an earth #0 
used, has any appreciable amount of real 
nutriment been discovered. In Java a 
fat clay is used ; in Lapland ao similar 
earth containing mica made into a kind 
of bread; in the south of Persia a 
carbonate of magnesium and calcium. 
Some negro tribes and tribes of American 
Indians are also earth-eators, Mr G. G, 
Love of New York has recontly commu- 
nicated to the Chemical News an analysis 
‘of.a sample of earth obtained from a bed 
gevoral. feet in thickness, in a small 
valley at Tsi-etonai on the north coast of 
Yezo and used as food (1) by the Ainos. 
This earth ie of a light grey colour and 
very fine ia structure; it Is made into 
soup, with lily roots and water, by the 
Ainos, It is essentially a clay, similar 
to that used by the Javanese but richer 
in silica ; the sample examined contained 
but a mali amount.of organic matter,
